Tlie increase in the 
number of books is very gratifying, the 
total ntimlier of books cireiilated justi- 
fies the efforts which have been made 
to satisfy the needs of a reading com- 
munity, hut the work which does not 
show altogether in these records — the 
work whicli the lihrarinns feel is the 
most ilifficult !ind at the same time the 
most important — is the assistance which 
they give to tioys an<l girls of school 
age in reference to their school work. 
More .-md more frequently are the pu- 
pils of our schools being taught to use 
the resources of a library, <ind more 
and more frequently are they sent to 
the Xarberth TJbrary for necessary in- 
formation. The Narberth Library is 
not yet as fully prepared as it w-ould 
like to be to serve in this capncity, but 
with the assistance of it« many friends 
it makes the greatest possible use of 
what resources it has.

BOARD OF HEALTH ELECTS 
OmOERS 



,\t the annual meeting of the Board 
of Health of Ix)wcr Merion Township, 
held Monday, Jan, 7th, Dr, B. K. Wil- 
bur was re-elected President, G. C. 
Anderson, Secretary; Marvin K. Rey- 
nolds, Health Officer; D. W. Hbni, Ph. 
D., Ohemiist; Geo. W. Grim, V. M. D., 
Milk Control Officer. 

The annual report for the year 1923 
was rend and adopted and will be pre- 
sented to the Townslup Commission- 
ers and the State Department of Health. 
The report contains much information 
of great interest which will appear in 
those polumns later. 

While th« past year has been marked 
by a great deal of sickness, there have 
been only five deaths from reportable 
diseases. 

The water supply has averaged well 
and general sanitary conditions have 
been improved. 

The millf supply has had constant and 
careful supervision and Lower Merion 
is no-w practically free from tuber- 
culosis cattle. Pasteurizing tempera- 
tures are carefully checked and farms 
producing certified and Raw Inspected 
Milk frequently inspected. Employees 
are under meddeal examSination and 
supervision and the Milk Oontrol work 
of Lower Merion, Haverford and Nar- 
berth, which are co-opeating, is at- 
tracting much favorable attention in 
the surrounding communities and even 
in Philadelphia.

This column will keep us in touch 
with what others are doing and what 
we can do in this national movement 
for more and better gardens. 

Narberth's Community Flower. What 
is it? Or what shall it be? We should 
ndopt one, and this column would be 
a good place to discuss the sub.iect. It 
should be a flower that can he grown 
in our local, gardens and without too 
much trouble and expense. 

Only fifty more articles to write, and 
in these we will have opportunity to 
write on Shade Trees, Flowering Trees, 
Flowering Shrubs, Flowering Evergreen 
■Shrubs or Broad Leaved Evergreens, 
Evergreen Shrubs and Trees, the Lawn, 
Soils and Fertilizers, Vegetable Gar- 
dens, Small Fruit or Berry Gardens, 
Kock Gardens, Bulb Gardens, Perennial 
Plants, Annual^ Bulbous Plants and 
Climbers. 

Subjects such as Eoses, Peonies, 
Ivises, Delphiniums, I>ahlias and Glad- 
ioli will be given special mention at 
the proper time. 

Hedges as a subject seems necessary 
even though we do not approve of them 
on general principles. Fences are much 
pief erred where a barrier or a dividing 
line is necessary, the maintenance cost 
i-, much less than most hedges, the 
fci.ce allows the garden the sun, air 
and openness that the garden should 
have. The fence can be used to sup- 
port a planting, while the hedge robs 
the adjoining soil. 

After all, if our neighbor's dog (not 
our dog) and -our neighbor's children 
(not our children) couW be kept in 
bounds, barriers would not be neces- 
sary and our street would be one fine 
garden that our neighbors and we our- 
selves could all share. 

We have carefully covered our 
delphiniums with sharp cinders to keep 
the slugs away, we have sent to Eng- 
land for some seeds of dephiniums and 
of Alpine plants for the rockery, and 
we are looking for the snowdrops to 
bloom.
